Changing landscape 


Demolition is part of Downtown strategy

The Downtown Granite City landscape is seeing 
yet..another change as a longtime feature is torn 
down. 

The old, city-owned Earl’s sporting goods store 
on the corner of Niedringhaus and Cleveland is 
coming down, brick by brick, as part of a city 
strategy to help downtown. 

‘“‘We take what we can, and save what we can,” 
said Mayor Ron Selph. Earl’s was one of those that 
needed to come down.

TIF plan will pave way for 
development, officials say

Granite City officials hope to 
increase the city’s assessed valuation 
and create 5,000 high paying jobs under 
a new industrial TIF. 

The city council unanimously 
approved Tuesday night the creation of 
the tax increment financing district 
along the city’s Highway 3 corridor. 
The district will exist for 23 years, and 
is expected to raise the city’s assessed 
valuation by almost $74 million. 

““We're doing this to provide industry 
and jobs to the entire area,” said Dan 
Brown, the city’s economic developer 

“I anticipate tremendous growth in 
our area in the next 10 years or so,”’ 
said Mayor Ron Selph. ‘‘This TIF will 
enable Granite City to offer developers 
buildable land in Granite City at a 
fraction of the cost of an Earth City (a 
development in St. Louis County) or

Madison Schools put on Watch list 


After recently being removed from the Illinois State Board of 
Education's financial watch list, the Madison School District is 
back in the spotlight after two of its schools were listed on the 
State's academic watch list. 

But while test scores in the District are low, Superintendent Gary 
Allison said the state has failed to take note of other factors, and 
has not provided any additional funding to make improvements. 

The list, released last Thursday, is based on Illinois Goal 
Assessment Program test scores. 

Those same scores are used in the school report cards, which 
will be delivered to the board in October and later distributed to 
students. 

Madison Middle School and Madison High Schoo! were among 
126 named to the list. 

Venice High School and three schools in the Lovejoy School 
District — Lovejoy Elementary, Lovejoy Junior High and Lovejoy 
High School — were also named to the list. 

Schools are named to the watch list if more than 50 percent of 
students tested are scored as having not met state standards, or 
test scores go down three years in a row

The Environmental Protection Agency has by now cleaned up 
more than 500 residential yards, where lead contamination from 
smelter stack emissions was found at unsafe levels.

Residents can expect work in a 5-square-mile 
area, roughly between 8th Street on the south, 23rd Street on the 
north, Meredocia and Spruce on the west and Lee and Cambridge 
on the east.

Technicality disrupts trial 


Venice man’s battery charge is dismissed by judge

A Venice man avoided having to stand 
trial on an aggravated battery charge 
Tuesday because the written charge failed 
to identify an alleged victim. ; 

A jury was selected Tuesday in Madison 
County Circuit Court for the trial of 
Angelo D. Baker, 39, on a charge that 
was intended to allege he had severely 
beaten a Glen Carbon man on July 30. 

After jury selection, however, Baker’s 
lawyer, Thomas Hildebrand, moved for 
dismissal of the charge, arguing it was 
defective. Circuit Judge Charles Romani 
agreed and dismissed it, saying it was too 
late for the state to amend the charge. _ 

‘I didn’t have any choice,"” Romani 
said. The judge said such occurrences are 
rare; he said he could not specifically 
recall a similar situation in his career as 
a judge. 

The purported charge was in a grand 
jury indictment handed up Aug. 21. The 
indictment doesn’t identify an alleged vic- 
tim and doesn’t say how injuries allegedly 


were inflicted. It says the victim suffered 
“‘bodily harm’ but not ‘great bodily 
harm,” as required for aggravated bat- 
tery 

Hildebrand said Baker can’t be prose- 
cuted again because of constitutional pro- 
tections against double jeopardy. 

“He became very thankful,’’ Hildebrand 
Said of his client’s reaction to the out- 
come of the case. ‘“‘He wasn’t heartbro- 
ken.” 

Baker remains in the Madison County 
Jail, however, pending parole violation 
Proceedings. He was paroled in 1993 after 
Serving prison time for a 1976 murder in 
Madison. 

Madison County Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Jack Daugherty said the state’s attor- 
ney’s office switched computer systems 
the week that the indictment was drafted, 
but he admitted the buck stops with him 

“I should have reviewed it,’ he said. 
““If push comes to shove, it’s my responsi- 
bility.”” 

Daugherty’s boss, State’s Attorney Wil 
liam Haine, said there will be a review of 


the way indictments are drafted in the 
office and a review of pending indict- 
ments to make sure they are properly 
worded 


Haine said Daugherty showed admira- 
ble initiative in secking to prosecute Bak- 
er when the alleged victim, Anthony 
Ragsdale, and other witnesses were unco- 
operative 

Ragsdale had to be forcibly brought to 
the courthouse Tuesday after he refused 
the accept service of a subpoena to testi- 
fy, Daugherty said 


“It’s not a case I was likely to win,”’ 
Daugherty said. “‘I had to subpoena every 
single witness.” 

He said he thought it was important to 
prosecute because of the nature of the 
crime and Baker's criminal history. 

Daugherty said he would have tried to 
prove that Baker and two unidentified 
men beat Ragsdale on the head with a 
board

WOOD RIVER — The Wood River Heritage 
Council envisions the day that visitors can 
‘experience a trip back in time at a historic site 
‘eommemorating Lewis and Clark. 

» The council has unveiled a plan for a replica 
or as close to a replica as possible — of the 
famous explorers’ campsite of 1804 at the 
‘mouth of the Wood River, where many histori- 
‘ans say their expedition began. 

= Heritage Council President LaWanda Smith 
‘asked the City Council last Tuesday for five 
‘acres to build the site on, but several council 
members expressed doubts. 

* The 5-acre tract chosen by the Heritage 
‘Council is at the back of the city’s Envirotech 
Business Park, at Illinois Routes 3 and 143. 

The project’ has an initial cost estimate of 
$670,000. It would include a nature trail, a 
maintenance shed, gift shop and a roughly 
built, fortlike structure modeled after the one 
Lewis and Clark are believed to have built 
here. 

Although the explorers left little detail about 
the fort, there are some sketchy observations 
About it in their journal.

Similar fort ‘‘replicas’’ already have been 
built in Washburn, N.D., and Astoria, Ore., 
where Lewis and Clark spent the winters of 
1804-1805 and 1805-1806.

St. Mary’s program gives Medicaid enrollees new option

Medicaid patients in St 
care option 

On Sept. 15, St. Mary’s Hospital of East St. Louis enrolled the 
first two members of Neighborly Care Plan, which is available 
to county residents receiving Temporary Assistance to Needy 
Families. 

The plan is the second in the state managed by a hospital 
instead of an insurance company. It’s also the first Medicaid- 
managed care plan outside the Chicago area, which has about 
190,000 people on Medicaid 

St. Mary’s treats about 15,000 Medicaid patients each year 
The hospital expects to enroll 1,000 members per month in the 
plan. 

“We really think this program is a revolution for health care 
in the East St. Louis area,”’ St. Mary’s CEO Richard Mark said 

The hospital worked with community groups to hire and train 
Medicaid patients as plan representatives to sell and promote 
the plan. 

“This program is designed with the help of people that cur- 
rently receive Medicaid benefits,"’ Mark said. “(They) want to 
be treated with dignity and respect just as anyone else would in 
their insurance plan. 

“This is really a community-sponsored program, and I think 
that’s the thing that sets this program apart,’’ Mark said. 

The plan includes vision and dental benefits that Medicaid 
doesn’t offer, such as the ability to choose from a wide variety 
of glasses frames from $35 to $55 

St. Mary’s has been working on the plan since the Illinois 
Department of Public Aid awarded contracts to seven hospitals 
across the state Feb. 4

P%inis was the decision reached by the 
Appellate Court in our example. They felt the 
elderly lady was unable to care for herself, 
and that the husband and wife provided 
needed serv over a five year period which 
were voluntarily accepted by the decedent. 
Under these circumstances, the Court found 
there was an implied promise to pay for this 
care, and that the sum of $5,000 was a rea- 
sonable value for these services.
